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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-5 are objected to because of tine following informalities: In claim 1, line 
5, "a horizontal direction" because the previous line refers to "the horizontal direction," 
therefore it is suggested to change "a horizontal direction" to - -the horizontal direction- - 
so as to be consistent throughout the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was l^nown or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicants' 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). See page 1, line 19- page 3, line 18 for further clarification. 

Regarding claim 6 . AAPA discloses at page 1 , line 1 9 - page 3, line 1 8, 
detecting a position of a wheel tilting angle adjustment member (i.e. a tie rod; pg. 1 , 
lines 22-24), wherein a position of a wheel mounted on a vehicle is detected through the 
wheel tilting angle adjustment member which adjusts a tilting angle of the wheel 
because the operator can use a tie rod adjustment apparatus in combination with the 
tilting angle adjustment member to detect a position of the wheel, and the position of the 
wheel tilting angle adjustment member (i.e. tie rod) is calculated on the basis of the 
detected wheel position and relative position information of the wheel tilting angle 
adjustment member with respect to the wheel by the operator because the operator 
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may or may not have to adjust the wheel tilting angle for each respective wheel. It is 
known to set the relative position information for each vehicle type. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 would be allowable pending correction of the minor informality set 
forth above. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/9/1 0 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the AAPA does not teach or disclose "[a] method for 
detecting a position of a wheel tilting angle adjustment member, wherein a position of a 
wheel mounted on a vehicle is c/efecfeof through the wheel tilting angle adjustment 
member which adjusts a tilting angle of the wheel, and the position of the wheel tilting 
angle adjustment member is calculated on the basis of the detected wheel position and 
relative position information of the wheel tilting angle adjustment member with respect 
to the wheel, the relative position information being previously set for each vehicle type," 
as recited in Claim 6 (emphasis added). 

In response, the Examiner maintains that based on the claim language as 
presented that the operator can use the wheel tilting angle adjustment member to detect 
a position of a wheel mounted on the vehicle. Claim 6 as written does not exclude the 
use of visual observation by the operator. Claim 6 as written fails to provide any 
distinguishing language to overcome the prior art.
